Sbe is, to him, 
not a pleasant person, has un;i<1y 
and lazy habits which he do^j. not 
lik<>. ami is really spoiling th«> happir 
ness of his home. 
He has told his 


wife he does not want the sister-in- 
law there permanently. 
But she 


sides with her sister, which n;j!y 
causes more friction. 
lie doesn't 


know exactly what to do. 


How happy life would l^e if every 


«me would do as he ongcht to! 
Here 


Is-a happy home, the result of -he 
husband's bard work and fm v.ifo's 
pood management. 
He does not 


mind the work, rince it results ir. 
this pleasant, restful home. In coinrs 
a sister-in-law, however, and all is 
chanced. It is little wonder he re- 
Bents it. 


When a woman is in trouble she 


naturally turns first to ber own 
peepte for help. 
It is also only 


natural that they should assist her 
in any way they can. 
The sister 


could scarre'.y do less than offer a 
home to th*> dPSPited wife and niece. 
But the question Is, Should she con- 
tinue to offer a home in opposition 


to her husband's wishes? 


It scarcely seems right that she 


should. 
In these days any woman 


can earn her lining if she will go 
about it pluckily and persistently.- 
and this deserted wife, when she has 
gathered herself together, can no 
doubt support herself and child.

Tbe sister-in-law should be told 


kimily. but very firmly, just bow 
matters stand, and »he wife is very 
foolish if she obstinately refuses to 
Insist that her sister seek a home 
elsewhere. If she persists in oppos- 
ing her husband's wishes, she may 
be herself ir the" same condition as 
her sister -in* a -few years. Even the 
best of husbands will not endure all 
things.

The resolutions were rejrularlv adopted but the old side- 
walks, rough and worn out. sidewalks that would be ; 
disgrace to a village, remain in use. The property own 
ers have not. it seems, taken steps to make the improve- 
ment that is sadly needed. 


Asked why. in view of the recent action of the Coun- 


cil, the city does not proceed to make the necessary im- 
provement and assess the cost back upon the property 
the Advocate was told by several officials of the citv that 
no improvement of the kind can be made and no contract 
for such work can be awarded unless there is in the city 
treasury sufficient funds to pav for the work specified. 
The hanks hesitate about making a long time loan to the 
city, and if the work, therefore, is to be done, some other 
means must be provided. It is said that the total sum 
needed to complete the work proposed in the council 
resolutions will amount to perhaps -^tiOO. certainlv not 
to exceed £1000. 


The property owners whose sidewalks are in-sore need 


of repairs could make no improvement at the same cost 
that would add to their property value equal to the im- 
provement Proposed. Aside from this, the public has 
an interest in the matter, an I the people's right deserves 
some consideration. But above the property owners" 
interest and the general public's claim for recognition, 
the citv has an interest The city's interest stands first. 


Suppose Newark's sidewa Iks were what they should be. 


suppose every walk were built to the right grade and 
made even and kept clean, s uppose the public streets 
were cleaned systematically and regularly, suppose the 
citv made it a misdemeanor to deposit rubbish, dirt or 
loose pjipers upon the sidewa Iks or in the streets—aud 
enforced the ordinance —what effect would this have 
upon our citizens and upon v isitors ? Would it be an in- 
ducement for shoppers to come down town or into town 
from the country or other cities? Would clean, well kept 
sidewalks and streets help to swell one *s pride in New- 
ark ?
